|Mrs. Roosevelt Speaks 


In San Jose Saturday 


The first lady of the land, Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, will come 
in person to the San Jse Civic 
Auditorium next Saturday even- 
ing to deliver a lecture, the sub- 
ject of which will be, “Relation- 
ship of the Individual to the Com- 
munity.” 

When talking to anyone else, 
Mrs. Roosevelt refers to the Pres- 
ident as “my husband.’”’ When ad- 
dressing him directly, she calls 
him “Franklin.” He always calls 
her ‘‘dear,” though when speaking 
to other people he refers to her 
as “The Missus.” 

How the two ever have time to 
see each other remains a mystery, 
yet they do. Those who have pass- 
ed ideas to Mrs. Roosevelt for 
transmission to the President 
find that they reach him in an ex- 
traordinarily short time. She 
keeps him completely informed of 
what she is doing, even had him 
read a copy of her book.

GASOLINE SALES INCREASE 


Gasoline sales continued to in- 
crease last month according to the 
tax report for February, issued 


today by the State Board of Equ- 
alization. 

On the basis of motor vehicle 
fuel distributions for the month, 
sales amounted to 123,583,802 
gallons on which a tax of $3,707,- 
514.06 was levied. This represent- 
ed a gain of 4 per cent over the 
tax of $3, 564,705.33 levied for the 
same month of the previous year. 

The February total, however, 
was slightly under that for Janu- 
ary when the gasoline tax amount 
totaled $3,976,767.03. This total, in 
turn, was 4.57 per cent above that 
of January, 1938, the board re- 
ported.

Remember 
that wet cord is a conductor of 
electricity and will cause as much 
trouble as wire if it comes in con- 
tact with electric lines. 

Don’t fly your kite near power, | 
trolley or telephone wires or tran- | 
smission towers. 

Don’t permit your kite to go | 
over radio aerials. 

Don’t let your kite get away | 
from you. Serious injury to your- 
self and extensive damage to 
property may follow if you do. |

out the United States since June, 
1935, for apartment house and 
other types of multiple-dwelling 
modernization, under the proper- 
ty improvement section of the 
National Housing Act. 

This was the estimate recently 
by the Apartment Association of 
Los Angeles County, Inc. on the 
basis of data supplied by the Sou- 
thern California headquarters of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion.
